RELIC OF CANAL DAYS. 


Huntington 
Man 
Has Receipt 


Money Paid for Farm. 


for 


Huntington, Ind., Oct. in.—Charles 


Wygant has in his possession a relic 
of the historic days in the Wabash 
valley. It is a receipt for money paid 
for a farm once owned by his father, 
Isaac Wygant. 


The receipt was issued l.y the land 


clerk of the Wahash & Erie Canal 
company. 
Many years prior to 18-17, 


the caral company owned the strip of 
ground lying in the valley of the Wa- 
bash and Little rivers. 
They called 


it "tho lands cast of the Tippecanoe." 
An office was maintained at Logans- 
port and from there the farms were 
given out for almost any amount of 
money that could be secured for the 
tracts. James Flagher purchased the 
farm, four miles southwest of the city, 
on the Markle road, on Sept. 30, 1847. 
and according to the receipt now hold 
by Mr. Wygant he paid just $38.05 for 
the eighty acres. Later the farm be- 
came the property of Isaac Wygant 
and was i<nown as the Wygant home- 
stead.

money is a letter written by the land 
office clerk. 
It states that

Pennsylvania Rebuilds Its Instruction 


Car on Broad Lines. 


The Pennsylvania air brake Instruc- 


tion car is ready for service again, 
after being in the 
shops 
about a 


month, and for the next few weeks 
•will be stationed near the company a 
power house, east of Lafayette street, 
for educational purposes. 
This car 


has been reconstructed and In con- 
venience of equipment is believed to 
he the equal, if not the superior, of 
any air brake Instruction car In the 


••worW. 
Capt. H.

clares It is the acme of air brake con- 
struction and he is justly proud of it. 


This instruction car came into ex- 


istence fifteen years ago with equip- 
ment representing six cars and the 
additions and changes that have been 
made upon It correspond with and Il- 
lustrate the growth 
and 
improve- 


ments on the Pennsylvania lines of 
tho Westinghouse air brake system of 
car equipment. In 1900 the car was 
rebuilt with attachments to represent 
a train 
of 
twenty-five cars, which 


seven years ago was considered all 
that was necessary on tho longest 
train In active service on any railroad. 
Now it represents a train of flfty cars, 
each equipped with air cylinders and 
appurtenances. 


In the twcnty-fivo brake car the cyl- 


inders and auxiliary reservoirs were 
lined up in tho center, with passage- 
way on each side. In the reconstruct- 
ed car they are lined up on tho sides, 
with a wide aisle In the center. On 
tho left are tho old trlplo 
valves, 


known as tho F-36 type, with eight- 
Inch equipment; on the right are twen- 
ty-five now type 
of 
triple 
valves, 


known an class K-2. with ten-Inch 
equipment. Connecting the two rows 
or sections at the rear of the car Is 
an air brake hose in two parts, with 
tho clutch connection In tho center, 
where it. can be easily reached when 
It is desired lo detach or unite the 
parts, and the whole suspended from 
tho celling just to clear the heads of 
those who pass beneath it. 


Between the rows of cylinders and 


tho sides of tho cars are tho train 
pipes, cnch line of pipe representing n 
car, and placed conspicuously ab9ve 
tho cylinders, with their 
faces to- 


wards the "class room." are several 
gauges, with black and red needles, 
to indicate tho pressure within tho 
cylinders and their reservoirs. 


The new type of 
apparatus—the 


triple valve—act Just the reverse of 
the old style, inasmuch as it releases 
the brakes at the rear of the train 
flrst, Instead of the front end, which 
Is believed to bo the better way. The 
equipment, is so arranged that either 
end of the car can In an instant bo 
changed to represent the front end of

Walsh sal. He carried a revolver in 
his hand, and one of a score of young 
women students in the room scream- 
ed as he raised the pistol. 
Walsh 


turnc-J and dodged and thus probably 
saved his life. 


Several of the young women fainted 


as the. shot was fired. Before Wilson 
could fire again half a dozen students 
had grasped him and thrown him to 
the floor. 


Walsh has been at the seminary 


four years, and 
Wilson 
two years. 


Walsh's home is at Sydney. Australia. 
Wilson is credited on the books of the 
college to Missouri, but came here 
fi'om Pennsylvania, and says he work- 
ed in Chicago as a strike breaker dur- 
ing the teamsters' strike several years 
n.uo. 


Walsh was taken after the shooting 


to the home of 
Dr. 
A. C- Jacob, 


where ho has been boarding. Both he 
and Wilson refuse to talk about the 
causes that led to the shooting and 
Wilson declines even to tell where 
his home is. 


Wilson Thursday afternoon, before 


a number of other students, accused 
Walsh of having slandered him. and 
challenged him to fight. Walsh re- 
fused and yesterday morning Wilson 
purchased a revolver from a hard- 
ware dealer and spent part of the 
day on the college campus practicing 
shooting.

non-union companies, to the refusal to 
adopt a new schedule of rates submitted 
by re-raters to 
the union 
companies,

Increase In rates.

Thus far the business 
men have remained almost solidly with 
the non-union companies.

OUR DUTY IN POLITICS

Webster defines politics as follows: 


It Is the science of government as it 
pertains to the regulation of a nation 
or stato for the preservation of its 
safety, peace and prosperity, the pro- 
tection of Its citizens In their rights 
with the preservation and improve- 
ment of their morals. 


The definition of this simple word, 


without doubt, furnishes one of. 
the 


broadest, and most prolific texts to 
bo found in dictionary 
or encyclo- 


pedia. It is so broad that it applies 
to every man In every civilized part 
of the world, for 'every civilization 
consists of a governing body and a 
governed. 


And why have government? 
For 


the safety, peace and prosperity of 
the nation, the state and the city. 
Politics Is the science that protects 
you in your rights as a citizen of the 
United States. It is i.ne science that 
protects you in 
your 
morals, and 


should protect you in helping to im- 
prove the morals of your follow men. 


Our political duty is certaluly too 


great a subject, to be dealt with in a 
ten-minute talk, for as a matter of 
fact, most of us live our natural lives 
trj'ing to find out just what consti- 
tutes our political duty, so that in this 
talk we wish to simply consider only 
the elementary principles. 


In general the political field of ac- 


tion is located In "Bummerville," a 
suburb of a thriving city called "Busy 
Town," whose motto is: 
"What's the 


use?" The residents of "Busy Town" 
allow the 
occupants 
of "Bummer- 


ville" to name the ticket against the 
feeble protest of the "Busy Town" fel- 
lows, and when the election is over, 
and all, as usual, has gone in the in- 
terest of the "Bummervilleites," our 
respectable business nnd professional 
men can make use of their adopted 
motto, "What's the use?" 


The busy men and law abiding citi- 


zens have a natural desiro to pro- 
mote the general welfare of their fel- 
low men. He is a true, loyal, virtu- 
ous citizen. The vicious element of 
society is composed of men of mer- 
cenary and selfish motives. Men who 
are in the game every time and all 
the time and who make a study ot 
how to evade the laws of the govern- 
ment, and yet to he able to avoid ap- 
prehension. 
This latter class is al- 


ways the more uncompromising. Well 
has a noted writer said, "Virtue is 
quiet, happy and contented. 
Vice is 


restless, active and aggressive." In 
this country and especially in this 
great Btate, it is easy to see which 
one the so-called political boss de- 
sires to copy.' The man of virtue, the 
man who truly loves his country, and 
who desires to do something to ele- 
vate his follow men reasons with the 
men who hold the franchise. He is, 
however, quiet but conservative. The 
boss demands; he threatens; he de- 
stroys, and uses every power to drive 
the 
sometimes unwilling voter into 


his fold. 
Tho boss is posted on the 


weak points of his adversary and 
never hesitates to take advantage of 
(ho decent applicant for political pro- 
fonnonl, and no tnattnr though the 
purity of the judiciary • may be im 


periled, what the boss demands the 
ticket must be. 


Now how shall wo hotter this con- 


dition? 
Surely not By talking only, 


surely not by inactivity. We cannot 
correct the wrong by trusting that 
others will do it for us. It is your 
duty as a man, it Is your duty as a 
Christian citizen, to commence at the 
very root of politics, "the caucus." It 
is just as much your duty to go to 
the next primary as It Is your duty to 
attend the next prayer service of your 
church. 
It la there you name your 


representatives. The men who must 
vote 
your 
sentiments are named 


there. 
The lack of attention at tho 


primary by the law-loving citizen Is 
the greatest mistake that can be made 
by him for ho may be assured that 
the bums under the control of tho 
boss from 
"Bummerville" will 
bo 


there. It is a well known fact that, 
these same fellows make a business 
of always being at the primaries, and 
usually the only inducement to them 
being a small money consideration or 
the extra keg promised by the. local 
boss after his candidates are placed 
on tho ticket, and these candidates, 
nominated In this way, are to. repre- 
sent you in the state, the county, or 
the city convention. 


Is it not. better to take .a hand In 


making the ticket, in fact is it not 
better to throw your religious enthu- 
siasm into the primaries, than to al- 
low your representatives to be named 
by men who are not law-abiding, and 
who in turn will nominate men for 
whom you will not vote?

Now tlin good men of the slate cer- 


tainly outnumber the bad by a large 
majority, and all you need to do to 
bettor politics Is to see that you select, 
good men only on your ticket, and 
that, can always be done If tho good 
men In each ward, without exception, 
will go to tho primary and voto Just 
as enthusiastically as you vote after 
the stirring scenes and heated debates 
ot tho fall campaign, at which time 
most of us forget that possibly the 
ticket for which we are so enthusi- 
astically voting may have been named 
by the boss of all bosses.

One of the easiest characteristics to 


develop is a genius for looking upon 
the dark side of life. If the human 
soul will persist iu dwelling in the 
dark caverns by day, it will not be 
very long before it will go forth to 
seek Its food by night. Then it will 
think that all human beings have the 
depraved nature of the bat and the 
coyote. Then it will get the awful 
habit of looking for the imperfections 
in the lives of men rather than for

They love to be eulogists of the past 
and "depredators of the present. They 
contend th.lt all the great men are 
dead, and that the living men are a 
feeble, puny, worthless race. 
They 


seem to be blinded to the self-evident 
facts of the world's progress on every 
side. They are like the foolish man 
who stands upon the seashore and 
watches the incoming tide. A wave 
rears and breaks and nings itself upon 
the beach and then recedes into the 
ocean. 
"There! There!" he cries. 


"See. the tide is going out!" Then an- 
other wave rears and plunges and 
comes up a little higher upon the 
beach and then recedes. 
"There, 


there!" he cries again. "The tide is 
going out." 
The pessimists seem to 


be blinded to the fact that each .wave 
comes up a little higher and a little 
higher, until, after a while, full tide 
is reached and the whole seashore Is 
flooded with the 
heaving 
waters. 


Now, 
this is just what some _ pessi- 


mists do when they watch the incom- 
ing tides of tlic world's prosperity and 
progress. They see here and there a 
wave braakand go back. They see here 
and there a man or an institution 
fail. 
Then they cry. "Look! look! 


See how the world is going to the 
dogs!" 
But. though here and there 


we may see a receding wave, the gen- 
eral trend is higher and better. 


ppssimists hurl their strictures In 


all directions, but their favorite target 
Is tho church. 
"Aha," tiiey laugh; 


"did you ever sea an institution crum- 
ble into pieces like Hie old church? 
The children ot this day are not be- 
ing sent to the Sunday schools as they 
once were. Just look how empty are 
its pews—here and there an eld 
•woman or a sickly, effeminate man at- 
tending the church service; but for 
the most part sensible people look up- 
onv Sunday as a holiday, instead of a 
holy day. Once the Bible was the 
most conspicuous book upon the par- 
lor table: now tho stock quotations 
of tho daily newspapers have taken 
Us place. 
Once the t.inistor was 


looked upon as the most important 
personage in a community: now the 
actor is I hi! idol of the young people. 
Once the schoolhoiise was a coadju- 
tor of the church: now it has broken 
Its shackles of bondage and tho pub- 
lic authorities refuso to allow a Bible 
chapter to 
bet read In the 
public 


school. 
Everywhere 
wo see the 


church as u public institution reced- 
ing and crumbling and disappearing." 
So say the pessimists, who are hurl- 
ing their anathemas at tho church., 


Now, t would not have you think 


that the church which Christ estab- 
lished Is a dying church. I shall show 
you that the Church of God Is, by Its 
nature, a conquering church; and the 
Kospel Is growing stronger and purer 
and more powerful evey day; that th$ 
prophetic vision which King Solomon 
saw three thousand years ago is being 
fulfilled now. The church today, like 
n. bride, Is preparing for the advent 
of the Divine Bridegroom. She Is go- 
ing forth to perform the work which 
God has given her to do. "fair as the 
moon, clear as the sun, and terrible as 
an army with banners." 


The prophetic vision of my text 


likened the conquering church to a 
great army in numbers. It likened it 
to a mighty multitude which marched 
by, company after company, regiment 
after regiment, brigade after brigade, 
division after division, host after host 
There the 
army 
went 
marching, 


tramping. And as they marched and 
kept step, the very earth trembled and 
shook with the uniform tread of the 
myriads of feet. 


You know that when soldiers come 


1o a bridge, they are ordered to break 
step lest the rhythmic pulsation of the 
marching bring down the bridge. But 
in the scene of my text, the conquer- 
ing church will never have to break 
step. Its myriads of Christian sol- 
diers will march until the poundings 
of their many feet will make the earth 
shake with the step of the advancing 
hosts. The figure In this metaphor is 
not that o£ a "corporal's guard." It is 
not the figure of a small company. 
But it is the figure of a great warlike 
host upon tho march. 
"Who is she 


that looketh forth as the morning, 
fair as the moon, clear as the sun, and 
terrible as an army with banners?" 


Oh, the immensity of the army of 


the Gospel 
church! 
Some of you 


aged men and women were in Wash- 
ington during the grand parade of the 
Union troops, just before they dis- 
banded after the Civil war. Hour af- 
ter hour the returning soldiers filed 
past the reviewing stand. 
But the 


Christian army is greater in numbers 
than any that ever followed a Grant, 
a Sherman, or a Lee. You may have 
read about the great host which Xer- 
xes organized for his invasion of 
Greece. When the Asiatic general ap- 
proached the Hellespont, he had in 


' his ranks over a million fighting men. 


But the Gospel army is larger than 
that. The finest military organization 
today is that commanded by the Ger- 
man" Kaiser. On its peace footing, 
Germany has today an army of nearly 
a million men. Then it has two great 
reserve corps, the Ijandwehr and the 
Landsturm. That means that every 
able-bodied man in the German empire 
is part of the nucleus of a regiment. 
Each man has his place. At the call 
tc- arms, all the men from the farm, 
the counter and the office repair to 
their mobilising stations. There the 
uniforms and the guns await them.. 
Each horse and saddle in the empire 
is' numbered. And at a given signal, 
every able bodied man from twenty 
to sixty can be swung to the frontier 
for .defensive or offensive purposes. 
But tho Gospel army Is larger than 
that of the combined armies of the 
German emplra. 


and France and Italy and Austria and 
Russia and Japan and China put to- 
gether. If we could only get all 
Christians to form into line and march 
side by side, and keep step, tho pound- 
ing of their united feet would make 
this 
old 
earth 
tremble. 
Great! 


Great! 
Infinitely sruat is the Gos- 


pel army! 


That the host is a mighty one is 


demonstrated by the marvelous sta- 
tistics of missions, both home and 
foreign. It was only a few years ago 
comparatively 
that 
AVilliam 
Carey 


died. He died in 1S34. Yet up to his 
time but little was being done for the 
salvation of the outside world. 
It 


was only in the beginning of the last 
century that five humble students met 
behind a haystack In Wllllarostown, 
Mass., to form the American. Foreign 
Missionary society. Yet there are to- 
day 28,386 mission stations in heathen 
lands. 
There 
are 
organized thou- 


sands of churches among the nations 
groping about in idol worship. And 
there is not a strategic point in any 
island, or upon any continent which 
today has not a gospel 
missionary 


preaching there. 
Study today your 


muster rolls of the Christian Endeav- 
or societies and your Brotherhoods of 
Andrew and Philip and your Epworth 
league. 


Study Your Enrolment 


of denominational churches. How the 
number swells! Larger and larger it 
grows. Like St. John in his vision of 
the other world, -we can cry as we see 
this gospel army marching, 
"After 


this, I beheld, and lo, a great multi- 
tude which no man could number, of 
all nations, and kindreds, and peo- 
ples, and tongues, stood before 
the 


throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes and palms in their 
hands, and cricfl with a loud voice, 
saying. Salvation to our God which 
sittcth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb." 
The first great fact which 


ought, to Impress us as the Church 
Army of Jesus Christ Is the infinite 
number ot marching soldiers. 


Next to the vaslness of this army of 


the Church of God I nm impressed 
with tlio banners which are fluttering 
Over it. You know that what (he mil- 
itary uniform is to the soldier MS nn 
Individual, tho flag or banir-r i;; (o the 
army as a whole. It. is thp si~n by 
which the soldiers of one nation are 
distinguished from the noMtera nf un- 
othor nation. 
Because our ov;n bo- 


ing Dr. Meyer's visit, the snowflakes 
began to fall. Wheii he came to the 
door to say 
"Good-bye," 
the white 


mantle of winter was everywhere. But 
the snow was so vdiite now that it 
made- the linen clothes grimy in com- 
parison. Then Dr. Meyer said, "Oh, 
madam, .your clothes do not look as 
clean now as they dM!" "Of course 
not," replied the woman. "Remem- 
ber, God's white is always purer than 
man's white." 
So the 
nearer the 


church coine to union with Christ, the 
nearer the time for the wedding nup- 
tials, the more the church is being 
cleansed, and tho higher and purer be- 
come Us ideals. 
Then the more its 


wedding garments take upon them 
selves the purity and spotlessness 'of 
God's whiteness and God's love. 


Influence on the World. 


To hear some pessimists talk, one 


would suppose that not only numeri- 
cally, but also in purity and ideals, the 
church is rapidly deteriorating. I con- 
tend that not only is the church grow- 
ing better, but it is influencing the 
whole world and elevating its ideals. 
Social conditions which would 
not 


now be tolerated for a day, were for- 
merly ordinary 
commonplaces. 
We 


talk about the 
curse 
of 
"tainted 


money" in these days. We say that 
the American people are lost to all 
sense of honor and 
decency, when 


corporation funds are accepted by po- 
litical parties. We say that the jug- 
glery of stocks in Wall street is an 
outrage. We say that the state legis- 
latures are only puppets of the monop- 
olies, and that the municipal councils 
are owned, body and mind and soul, 
by the 
railroad 
corporations. 
But 


stop! Did you ever consider the fact 
that the reason we hear 
so much 


about the financial dishonesties of life 
is because the public conscience is 
being aroused and a higher standard 
of morals has neen established? Fur- 
thermore, aid you ever sto:- to con- 
sider that criminal financial dealings 
which, two centuries ago, were looked 
upon as the ordinary and usual ways 
of doing things, would not be toler- 
ated now for one moment? Did you 
ever hear that one of the first build- 
ings that were erected upon the cam- 
pus of Princeton college, the head- 
quarters 
of 
Presbyterianism, 
was 


erected by the money raised in a pub- 


lic lottery? Don't talk to me about 
the world growing worse! 
Why, it 


some of our great-grandfathers and 
grandmothers should rise 
up 
from 


their gra.es aud start to live as they 
used to ao, they would be ostracized 
from respectable society ana we would 
have nothing to do with them. 


But there is another fact which I 


want to emphasize about 
this con- 


quering army of the Gospel church: 
That is, it may win its final conquest 
any hour.
